Vacuum lifters 


Vacuum lifters are 
designed to lift heavy 
boxes, such as wine 
and bottled products. 
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Dividers & separators

dividers/separators that are: 


e Adequate to protect the 
product you are sending 


e Moulded egg carton or similar, 
is the preferred option

Empty Spaces 


Ensure all contents are secure 
and not prone to any internal 
movement. 


DO NOT leave empty spaces. 
Ensure all soaces are filled 
with even weight distribution, 
“avoid the void”. 


% Avoid 


Even with 
dividers, the 
empty spaces 
allow bottles
